LONDON, Dee 11.—Along the entire Western front from the 
North Sea to the Adriatic artillery duels of great magnitude are 
being fought which doubtless are the forerunners of the expected 
great offensive the Teutonic allies have in view before the Ameri- 
can troops can reach the battlefront in great numbers. 

On the Ypres and Arras fronts held by the British, the 
Varivas sectors eastward from St. Quentin to Alsace, in the hill coun- 
try bordering the Italian plains and at points along the Piave river, 
the big guns everywhere are in operation. 

On the British front huge numbers of airplanes are continuously 
winging their way over the battle lines, engaging in battle in the 
air or searching out points where troops are being concentrated, 

The only infantry activity taking place on any of the fronts is 
in the nature of raiding operations.

‘PUBLIC HEALTH 
IS ADVOCATED 


Drs. Anderson and Hope Make 
Strong Appeals at Board of 
Trade Luncheon 


At the regular fortnightly luncheon 
of the board of trade at the Macdon- 
ald hotel Tuesday afternoon, the 
speakers were Dr, Anderson and Dr. 
Hope, who dealt with the necessity of 
a department of public health for the 
province of Alberta. Both gentlemen 
spoke very strong.y in stating their 
views before the members, and the 
whole question was referred to the 
civic Interests committee with a view 
to further action in the near future 

Dr, Anderson pointed out that there 
was nothing of more importance to 
the state than the question of good 
health, and he emphasized the faci 
that unless the individual was in good 


health, his value to the state was) 
largely lost. Dr. Anderson spoke at) 
some length on the necessity for an 


institution for the treatment of tuber- 
culosis, stating that there was no 
means at present of effectively caring 
for tuberculosis patients, except the 
lsolation hospital, where they were 
looked after only in the iast stages of 
the disease. se gave some very in- 
teresting figures showing the decrease 
in the death rate from tuberculosis 
where the disease was effectively han- 
dled, 

Dr. Hope dealt with the economic 
value to the state from the preserva- 
tion of health and emphasized the 
fact that this phase of the question 
would appeal strongly to business men. 


He spon. of the decrease in infant 
mortality ‘and said that the medical 
profession was now devoting its at- 


tention more largely to means of pre- 
vention of disease than ever before. 

W. Ross Alger told of the organiza- 
tion that was being effected to secure 
funds for the victims of the Halifax 
disaster and made an appeal for can- 
vassers in order that the city may be 
thoroughly covered in the interests of 
this fund,

Halifax, Dee. 11—The relief com- 
mittep-had only completed the work of | 
removing refugees from tents and | 

e other fragile quarters to substantial 
buildings last night when the weather 
conditions changed with characteris 
tie suddenness, and an extreme cold 
set in. 

The tremendous snowstorm which | 
raged yesterday afternoon and part of 
the evening rendered the transporta- 
tion problem acute, but the relief; 
workers refused to be baffled, and by 
inidnight everybody was housed in 
premises that will at least protect 
them from the wind, snow. rain or 
frost that seem to be alternating here. 

During the night the temperature 
fell to mearly zero, but reports from 
the vefugee camps seems to indicate 
that nobody was suffering. 

The organization of food and clothes 

supply for the refugees seemed to be 
unning Very smoothiy today and witha 
regulations against undesirable visi 
tors being applied rigorously, the ques- 
tion of food supply, which threatened 
to become serious, has been solved. 

After being blown through the air a 
distance estimated at a quarter of a 
mile, Frederick Comeau, a soldier, al- 
though badly injured, was today able 
to tell of his impressions during his 
vemarkable flight j 

Saddest Ever Seen. 

Enough trained people and supplies 
to make eure that verything, humanly
